The system must contain a functional check valve, vacuum relief valve, and low pressure drain
appropriately located on the irrigation pipeline to prevent water source contamination from back flow. The
pesticide injection pipeline must contain a functional, automatic, quick-closing check valve to prevent the
flow of fluid back toward the injection pump. The pesticide injection pipeline must also contain a functional,
normally closed solenoid-operated valve located on the intake side of the injection pump and connected to
the system interlock to prevent fluid from being withdrawn from the supply tank when the irrigation system
is either automatically or manually shut down.

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automatically shut off the pesticide injection pump when the water pump motor stops. The irrigation line or
water pump must include a functional pressure switch, which will stop the water pump motor when the water
pressure decreases to the point where pesticide distribution is adversely affected. Systems must use a
metering pump, such as a positive displacement injection pump (e.g. diaphragm pump) effectively designed
and constructed of materials that are compatible with pesticides and capable of being fitted with a system
interlock. Do not apply when wind speed favars drift beyond the area intended for treatment.

Maintain continuous agitation in mix tank during mixing and application to assure uniformity
solution: Do not apply when wind speed favors drift, when system connections or fittings leak, when
nozzles do not provide uniform distribution or when lines containing the product must be dismantled or
drained.

Phocon may be applied at 1 to 4 pints per acre in a mark-out application near the seed at planting.
Depending on concentration to be applied in certain crops direct contact to the seed may be sensitive.

Application of Phocon in transplant water to trees, vines, or other transplanted crops are dependent on
total water volume applied but in general should not exceed the equivalent of 2 gallons per acre.

Do not reuse or refill this
container. Offer for recycling, if available. Clean container promptly after emptying. Triple rinse as follows:
Empty the remaining contents into application equipment or a mix tank. Fill the container % full with water.
Replace and tighten closures. Tip container on its side and roll it back and forth, ensuring at least one
complete revolution, for 30 seconds. Stand the container on its end and tip it back and forth several times.
Turn the container over onto its other end and tip it back and forth several times. Empty the rinsate into
application equipment or a mix tank or store rinsate for later use or disposal. Repeat this procedure two
more times.
